Forts at Contich Hold. 
The forts around Contich, six miles 
southeast of Antwerp, are said to be 
still intact and the duel between them 
and the German artillery is reported 
as still proceeding this 
(Saturday) 
morning.

Janesville's new street cars, four in 
number, arrived in this city this morn- 
lug shortly after tea o'clock, and will 
be placed in service at ouce. A. G. 
Snetl, superintendent 
of transporta- 
tion of the Hockford Interurban lines, 
and who is in charge of all branches 
of that system, brought them to the 
city. 


The cars were 
designed. by 
the 
RocMord Interurbau 
company, and 
built by the Xiles Car company, Niles, 
Ohio.. They are of steel and are ab- 
solutely fireproof. Each car is sup- 
plied with wicker seats and will seat 
thirty persons. 
Sixty passengers can 
be accommodated during a rush. San- 
itary strap-hangers are provided for 
patrons at either end of the 
cars. 
Pantasote floors are installed through- 
out. 


Forced hot air heating systems are 
installed in each car. '•fae heat is 
forced through radiators by an elec- 
tric fan, which power comes direct 
from the trolley wire. It is then con- 
veyed along conduits along one side 
of each car. 
Electric 
push buttons 
are placed above each seat, for the 
convenience of passengers, and for the 
purpose o£ notifying the motorman at 
what crossing to stop If- that particu- 
lar passenger wishes to get off. 
There will be but one man 
oper- 
ating each car. 
He will act as con- 
ductor and motorman. The cars will 
stop at the first crossing on each cor- 
ner, 
and the front door on the right 
side of each car will be opened by 
the motorman. 
A person 
entering 


must drop the exact fare in the money 
box placed at the right side of the 
rtoor. The rear of the cars are entire- 
ly, closed, and persons about to enter 
or leave the cars must use the front 
entrance. 
, On the sides of each car are roller 
signs and on the front and real- are 
plate signs to notify pedestrians where 
each car goes. Any of the four cars 
Can be shifted to another route at any 
time. The fare box may be shifted to 
either end of the car. 


An automatic life guard is placed at 
the front.and rear of the cars. Any- 
thing on the track can be easily picked 
up by a novel- fender which is put in- 
to operation as soon as the material 
strikes a beam, which in turn lowers 
the guard in front of 
the 
forward 
wheels. 


All four cars will begin 
service 


promptly at six o'clock in the morn- 
ing and at eight o'clock on Sundays. 
The last trip, will be made at eleven 
o'clock at night, when the cars will 
leave the corner of Milwaukee and 
Main streets for all points in the city. 
The schedule will remain practically 
the same as heretofore. Cars for Mil- 
ton avenue nnd Franklin streets will 
leave.the corner of Main and Milwau- 
kee streets on the hour, twenty and 
forty minutes after the hour. Ceme- 
tery, cars leave .the same corner at 
fifteen minutes to, and five and twen- 
ty-five minutes after the hour, while 
Main street cars leave at five minutes 
to. fifteen and thirty-five minutes af- 
ter the hour. The men employed on 
the cars will assume three shift's. On 
the first shifts the employes will work 
all day, with one hov.r off for dinner.
